2. At the request and expense of ASSIGNEE, ASSIGNOR agrees to communicate to 
ASSIGNEE any facts known respecting said invention, to execute all papers necessary to file any 
application on said invention necessary or desirable to aid ASSIGNEE in obtaining and enforcing 
proper protection for said invention in the United States of America and any foreign country. 

3. ASSIGNOR hereby authorizes and requests the COMMISSIONER OF PATENTS AND- 
TRADEMARKS to issue the United States Letters Patent on said invention, when granted, to 
Caterpillar Inc. 

4 This assignment shall inure to the benefit of ASSIGNEE, its successors, assigns and other 
legal representatives, and shall be binding upon ASSIGNOR, ASSIGNOR'S heirs and legal 
representatives.
